intervention of the Diplomatic 
Body, a Northern General, Pao 
Yu-lin, was left to keep order 
and Was promised safe retreat 
by the Nationalist Government 
when their troops, should be 
ready to take over.* On June 8 
the Sbansi forces entering 
Poking, Pao Yu-lin withdrew but 
was treachorously surrounded

This ceremony, 
which was performed with the 
utmost pomp and manifestations 
of friendship on both sides, also 
constituted Britain's formal 
recognition of the new Govern- 
ment of China. 

‘The negotiations with Japan 
are still unfinished. According 
to Nanking her treaty has 
actually expired, but this view, 
under Art. 26," Japan rejects, 
claiming automatic prolongation 
of the treaty for ten years. 
Negotiations, however, were com- 
menced on October 19 between 
Dr. Wang and Mr. Yada, Consul- 
General in Shanghai, and after 
a week it was announced that a 
general agreement on principle 
had been reached, It is clear, 
however, that Dr. Wang is not 
allowed’ a free hand by the 
extremists in Nanking: his 
house was wrecked by students 
‘on December 13 on the plea of 
his being pro-Japanese, and 
when negotiations are likely to 
bbe coneluded remains uncertain.

It was anti-Nationalist in 
character, but divisions among, 
the insurgents enabled Feng 
Yu-hsiang’s men eventually to 
regain a_somowhat - uncertain 
mastery, ‘The estimate of 200, 
000 persons killed in the rebel- 
lion is congidered by competent 
persons to err if anything on 
the under side. 

In Mongolia there was a 
revolt among the Barga Mongols 
carly in August, anti-Nationalist 
in character and said to have 
been fomented by Communists.

A Fishing Tragedy 


‘Tho disappearance of four men 
fn a 16ft. fishing boat, from 
Rosebud, near Melbourne, Victoria, 
has caused considerable ‘apprehen- 
sien.

Missionary Effort: Offsetting 
Effect of “Mother India”

San Francisco, Nov, 18, 
During the past few months T 
have made several references in 
journal to a new form of 
missionary enterprise that has 
sprung up in the United States 
Ever since the World's Parliament 
of Religions, which was held in 
Chicago in 1893, there has been a. 
gradual but well-directed effort 
made by’ religious teachers and 
Philosophers to spread a knowledge 
of Indi is thought through- 
out the United States. Several of 
the best known Western-edueated 
teachers of Hinduism, natives of 
India, visited the United States for 
the 1893 congress, and from that 
time dates this ‘new mi 
work. ‘The progress result 
at first the sporadic ins 





























nces of

proselytism, and latterly consistent 
ionary effort, ‘has been con- 
siderable in many parts of the 
country, the result being that to-day 
vne is’ able to visit Buddhist 
ccharehes and circles in most of the 
large cities. 


Among the visitors to the United 
3 in 1893 there was no more 
ing figure from Asia’ than 
Vivikanda, who did much to create 
an interest in the Vedanta philo- 
phy. Subsequently to the con- 
gress, it may be recalled, he 
da series pf masterly 
res in New York which attract 
ed widespread attention, his first 
book, “Raja Yora,” with Patanjali's 
aphorisms and commentaries, run- 
hing into many large editions, as 
have many of his other books 
lealing with the same subject. This 
int young scholar—he 
soon after his return from 
the United States at a year or two 
over thirty—may be called the 
pioneer of Indian thought in 
America, and though many have 
followed him not one has succeeded 
either on the platform or in book 
form to the same extent.

Many of us 
wore born in a more critical 
‘age, when all that sort of thing was 
vegarded as sheer superstition. We 
should have been told that any 
reama we had depended upon the

os how nine sated nas a x tn 
when dreams are treated with re- 
spect. It is now recognized that 
While the late meal, or some other 
stimulus, may start us dreaming, yet 
the subject matter of the dream has 
another origin, You need to be eare- 
ful before telling other people about 
your dreams, for dream psychology 
has become a highly specialized study 
and there are clever people about 
‘who may be able to find out a good 
deal more regarding your inmost 
thoughts and feelings than you 
desire them to know. Well, as wo 
have said, Josoph had a dream and 
he dreamed that an angel told him 
of the coming birth of a Saviour 
Whose name was to be Jesus, 

















A Fulfilment of Prophecy 


Now as soon as the writer of the 
first gospel heard the story of 
Joseph's dream, especially that part 
‘of it about the naming of the child, 
he was intensely interested. He 
immediately said: “That is a fulGl- 
ment of prophecy.” For prophecy 
was his favourite’ subject. If you 





have read the Gospel of Matthew | P! 


carefully you must have noticed that 
hhe never missed a chance of tracing 
‘an event back to a prophecy. He 
‘was a collector of prophecies just a: 
some people we know today are 
lector’ of stamps or coins or auto- 
phs, But there was a reason for 
his interest in prophecy. 











His Gospel was written for Jews, 
and he thought that the best way to 
impress thom would be by showing 
that Jesus fulfilled prophecy. And 
g0 when you and I would have said: 
“That reininds me of something that 
‘was said long ago,” Matthew always 
said: “This happened in order to 
fulfil an ancient prophecy.” You 
might get the impression that ho 
rather over-emphasized that aspect 
of the matter; as though the fulfil- 
ing of a prophecy were more import- 
ant than the saving of men. Have 

+ you noticed how he expresses it? He 
‘does not say: “Now all this ig come 

to pass in order that men might be 

saved.” No, what he says is: “Now 
all this is come to pass that it might 

‘bo fulfilled which was spoken by the 

prophet.” If you have a pot theory 

it is wonderful how everything you 
hear and vead seoms to support it.

‘That was the sign that Isaiah gave 
to King Ahaz, ‘There is more in the 
Passage than that, for it is one of 
those passages thnt came to be de- 
seribed as Messianic, But reduced 
to its simplest terms it was some- 
thing like that 


Inference from the Name 


Now we have already referred to. 
prophecy as the favourite subject of 
the writer of this Gospel and so we 
fly understand that ns soon as 
of Joseph's dream about the 
naming of Jesus and thought of it in 
the light of the life and death and 
triumph of Jesus, he said: “This is 
fulfilment of Isaiah's pro- 
Nothing ever happened in 
those distant days to realize the ex- 
peetation of those words that can be 
in any way compared with what hap- 
pened through the coming of Jesus. 
Any earlier fulfilment ef bygone 
centuries was but a poor affair com- 
pared with the full and porfect pre- 
rence of God in the person of Jesus. 
Jesus was the true Immanuel. And 
as a result of the insight of Matthew, 
“Immanuel” eame to be one of the 
titles borne by Jesus, And if that. 
name was an appropriate one for 
Jesus, we may draw three inferences 
from ‘it 


1, To start with, it means that 
God is near. He is “with us.” Many 
‘of the ancient Israclites thought of 
God as dwelling only in the high and 
lofty place. Or they eame to think, 
of Him as making His abode in some 
particular mountain, such as Sinai. 
Or they thought of Him as confined 
to the Ark of the Covenant, 
the course of ti 
}was thought of as Bfount Zion, where 
the ark was placed. It follows that 
during the various eaptivities the 
bitterest part of their sufferings was 
the thought that they were removed 
to a long distance from God, for the 
distance from Zion was the measure 
of their distance from God. The 
prosperous worldings among them 
took advantage of that idea. “God 
is absent,” thoy said. “He will not 
jinterfore.” And they taunted the 
pious and distressed people by ask- 
ing them “Where is your God?”

‘of medicine and his mother was of 
Tewish extraction. By marriage 
Marcel Proust was related to Berg 
son. Proust wrote a number of 
society lovestories ("Les Plaisira et 
Tex Joure”) distinguished by their 
psychological subtlety. He was en- 
thusiartic over John’ Ruskin and 
translated several of Ruskin's works 
into French, There are mo less 
than fifteen volumes of the series 
“A ta recherche de temps Perds 
begun in 1913, and eriticized by Mr. 
Clive Bell in the book under review. 
Proust died in 1922, but his influence 
since bis death has been con- 
siderable. Translations of some of 
this remarkable man's writings have 
‘been made by Mx. R Scott-Monerieff, 
“Du Caté de chez Swann,” writes 
Mr, Bell, the first book of a long 
novel to’ be called ‘A la recherche 
du temps perdi published by 
Bernard Grasset in 1013, at the 
‘author's expense, and fell as flat 
‘asa pancake, In 1917 it was taken 
up by Gallimard of La Nowvelle 
Reone Francaise, and as at that 
time three at least of his regular 
contributors were friends of mint 
it is impossible that before the end 
of the year I should not have heard 
the name of Marcel Proust. Not, how- 
fever, till the spring of 1010 did T 
hold’ a copy of Sain in my han 
‘and then the introduction was con- 
trived by a lady. She had fallen 
fn love with the book and through 
the book with the author—as Indies 
will; and I, instead of , feeling 
grateful for’ having been’ brought 
equainted with a masterpiece, felt 
jealous—as will men. I began read~ 
ing Sean, not in the hope of a new 
experience, but with a view to 
picking holes ina rival, In $0 
Proustian a fashion does the adven- 
ture open. 
T began reading in a hypercri- 
ical, not to say cantankerous, frame 
f mind; and, as things have turned 
Out, that was no bad beginning. 
Soon enough I was seduced. In my 
turn I fell, duly swept off my fect 
by that current which has floated 
0 many of the more intelligent and 
Sensitive of my contemporaries into 
oceans of uncritieal enthusiasm, I 
trent down before the revelation 
and. wallowed. By 1925 Proust 
meant for me what seventy-five 
years earlier T suppose Balzac must 
Rave meant for people of my sort.” 
Now why docs Proust fascinate 
fan Englishman like Clive Bell? 
‘What is the secret of Proust's grow- 
ing influence? Well, I imagine it 
is this. Proust made up his mind 
to te the trath as he knew it, He 
had a passion for fact. And 2 
Pursuit of truth, of reality, as Mr. 
Bell himself points out, is the 
only begetter and conditioner of his 
Style. Proust was moreover, a poct, 
fend. it was the contemplation, the 
realization, of facts which provoked 
the poct that was in him, | Provst’s 
images were no lacky hits. Oa 
imagery he had meditated mach and 
to the purpose. Metaphors he held 
the mest effective means of expres- 
‘Sion Mz, Clive Bell gives several 
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characteristic paseayges from Steam 
tnd from Le Cité de Guermantes to 
Justify his intense admiration for 


Proust. 


Mr. Clive Bell's essay takes only 
cighty-nine payes of a book one ena 
easily carry im a pocket, but the 
ceighty-nine pages will demand much 
closer attention than eight hundred 
‘pares of the average novel, and he 
who takes: the necessary cave will 
find the reading of the essay well 
worth while, although T feel bound 
to add that Mr. Clive Bell wonders 
whether Proust is for those who 
have no French. Te hopes he is, 
‘and is good enough to say that Mr. 
Seott-Monerieff has, in. translating 
Proust, done wonders, Well, let us

In Rathe each tribe, 
consisting of 20,000 to 30,000 indivi- 
duals, earries on commercial inter~ 
course as a whole with neighbouring 
tribes, the profits of which belont 
to the whele community. Within the 




















tribe, however, there is no trading 
between individuals, but an ideal 
‘socialism: each works at his task to 





the best of his ability, and is pro 
vided with whatever Me requires in 
housing, clothes, ete. ‘There is no 
Duying or sélling, no wages aro paid: 
there are no rich, or poor. Tho 
able man who produces more oF 
does better work than his less clever

tinually offends his hosts profoundly 
bby his casual inquiries for a meal, 
and is in turn shocked by their, to 
‘him, unashamed immoralilty, Every 
thing else, of course, is topsy-turvy. 
‘The inhabitants have eyes which ean
